unless new levies are imposed. 
He said federal spending in the year ahead will run 


from $85 billion to $90 billion. 
There is no question, these are frightening figures. For 


the current fiscal year outlays are expected to hit $71 billion, 
with the deficit at $8 billion, and those totals are bad enough. 


But it's still a very difficult thing to scare a congress- 


man sufficiently to convince him he should raise taxes in a 
year when he faces the voters.

The legislative clause in question was contained 
in Senate 2170; it would have given the administration's price 
control czar full authority over the size and allocation of the 
advertising budgets of private industry. This authority would 
have permitted the administration to decide what constitutes 
"reasonable" advertising expenses and to exclude from the 
"cost of sales" any outlay deemed "unreasonable." The pro- 
posed legislation, tucked in an "amendment" to an amend- 
ment, passed an absent-minded senate by a 49 to 21 vote. It 
would have passed in the house of representatives if John E. 
Lyle, Jr., of Corpus Christi, Texas, hadn't spotted the danger 
in the legislation to the whole concept of free speech. Mr. 
Lyle, it seems to us, deserves an editorial garland in every 
newspaper and magazine in the land."—The Freeman.

JACOBY ON BRIDGE 


Caution Pays Off for Bridge Player 


BY OSWALD JACOBY

Arthur Glatt, of Chicago, who 


won the National 
Open Pair 


championship in Detroit last De- 
cember, has long been known as 
one of the outstanding players of 
the country. The defensive plays 
he made in the hand shown today 
explain why he Is so well regarded 
by his fellow experts. 


Glatt opened the king of hearts 


from the West hand and then 
shifted to thd queen of diamonds. 
Declarer won with dummy's king 
of diamonds, drew two rounds of 
trumps, then cashed the ace of 
diamonds and gave up a diamond 
trick. 


The average defender would au- 


tomatically return a club, thus 
simplifying declarer's play of that 
suit. It would then b« pretty easy 
for declarer to hold the loss to 
one club trick—which is all he can 
afford to lose. 


Glatt had taken the precaution 


of counting, so he knew that de- 
clarer had only five trumps, three 
diamonds, and one heart to begin 
with. Hence he must have started

FRANKFURT—Although there are a million details which I 


have yet to learn and fit into the mosaic of the "situation," it is 
•lain nevertheless to any American with a fresh eye and an objec- 
tive attitude that a colossal program of political mischief and waste 
las been carried on since Germany's collapse without the knowledge 
of the trusting people who are paying for it and who will be held 
,o blame in the long run. The American people 
have permitted an unspeakable host of predators 
:o carry on in the heart of old Europe a new and 
nfinitely worse and more ingenious version of the 
reconstruction of the South. They are repeating 
n the hateful name of "democracy" many of the 
worst details of that monstrosity. 


We sent to Germany by deliberate intention 


of the great Washington conspiracy notorious Com- 
munists to prosecute and "try" German patriots 
fighting for their country and we have guiltily sup- 
pressed truths concerning some of these episodes 
which a press claiming the privilege of freedom 
owed the people who conferred that privilege.. We are now over- 
seeing a government of Germany administered by Germans who un- 
doubtedly are patriotic and are said to be passably decent men who 
nevertheless qualify for the title of "collaborator." 


In France, thousands of citizens were shot either without tr'al 


or with only a mocking pretense on charges of collaboration brought 
ay envious persons who wanted their apartments, wanted their girls- 
bore them old grudges for spats long before the war, or had made 
arrangements to steal their business interests. 
Marshal Petain

"Collaboration" was an awful crime. It meant dealings and co- 


operation with a military conqueror but it never applied more fit- 
tingly to any group of men than it applies today to the new govern- 
ment of Germany. These German collaborators are cooperating with 
our army and the tenacious ticks of the Democratic party's bureau- 
cracy who have lived as members of a master race on money pro- 
vided through our income taxes by the American people. 


We are reading more and more thess days about the pretentious 


vanities of a group of paltry mediocrities of American journalism 
who come flapping to earth in varying groups under the auspices of 
our state department or our department of defense in planes main- 
tained by the American taxpayer and operated by young patriots 
of the armed forces.

CHICAGO — (AP) — Mi 


chael Moretti, a suspendec 
state's attorney's policeman 
was convicted today of mur 
der in one of Chicago's most 
sensational criminal cases. 


A criminal court jury set Mor- 


ctti's punishment at life imprison 
mcnt. The case has been in the 
public spotlight for five months. 


The state, in its second murder 


trial of the 33-year-old Moretti, 
had asked for the death penalty. 


First Jury Deadlocked 


The first trial ended with 


The 
second jury deliberated five hours 
and 15 minutes before returning a 
decision.
